Latest Fish Story 
Is About One 
With Four Eyes 


Washington, Aug. 19 —(If) 
— 


Today's fish slory—about 
Ihe 


variety in Gualemala wilh four 
eyes—is by courlesy 
of 
Dr. 


Robert B. Miller, biologist of 
the Smithsonian institution. 


The fish, called, "cuatro-ojo" 
by the natives, are aboul nine 
inches long and have protruding 
eyes on the lops of Iheir heads. 


The eyes arc divided horizon- 


tally by a partition. 
The fish 
swim with the lop half out of 
the walcr, thus achieving aerial 
and subsurface vision the Ihe 
same lime.

wary and most 
difficult 
to 
cntch."

tain slope another cold front was 
sliding lazily eastward toward the

midwest

"It's too early yet to say just 


how this cold push will act or how 
much rain it will bring," the Chi- 
cago weather bureau said, adding 
that a decided relief from the high 
90 and 100 degree temperatures ap- 
peared a certainty for most of the 
plains states within 48 hours. 


The forecaster said the. cold .air

Communism, reiterates Nagy—and 
points to his native Hungary, where 
the undisputed fact that the over 
whelming majority of the people 
are religious and anti-Communist 
did not save them fr.om physical 
seizure by men representing only 
17 per cent of the nation. 
This is a story of tyranny in our 
own day—of a world, power's ruth- 
less seizure of a little country of 
9 million people, half Catholic and 
half Presbyterian (Nagy himself is 
a Presbyterian). 
I suggest you read this week's in- 
stallment. It has the study-by-lamp- 
light flavor of an American Lin-

An Explosive Proposal 


H Greece has laid belore the UN 


Security Council an,explosive pro- 
posal of UN intervention "to halt 
the spread ' of undeclared war"'in 
the Balkans.

The United Nations has come to 
ah ominous dead end in its efforts 
to halt 
the menacing 
march of 


events in the Balkans. Once again 
the Soviet veto has been invoked 
to nullify the will of the majority 
of civilized mankind. The compar 
atively mild and inoffensive Aus 
tralian and American proposals— 
They amounted only to an appeal 
to the Soviet satellites to cease and 
desist in their campaign against 
Greece—were thrown out altnough 
only Russia and Poland of the 11 
security council • members opposed 
them. 
The atmosphere at Lake Success 
last night alter this breakdown of 
the peace machinery 
was charged 
with gloom. Tne Security Council 
admitted its inability to go further,

can move to prevent the engulf 
ment ol Greece in the totalitarian 
tiae that has swept over most of 
southeastern Europe remains to be and ar 
indicated.

fan-caching and terrible. But the 
i course ol those who have worked 
| to prevent a unified eiiort ot keep 
jpcace in the Balkans is becoming 
clearer.

Martin Still 
Not Looking i 
to GOP ticket

Fall River, Mass., Aug. 20 — (fp>— 


Speaker Joseph Martin 
says he 


isn't looking for a place on the 1948 
GOP presidential ticket 
but Re- 


publican Senator Owen Brewster of 
Maine suggested today 
the Mas- 
sachusetts congressman may be in 
the running. 


Speaking at a clambake for Mar- 


tin—billed officially as a non-parti- 
san testimonial — Brewster assert- 
ed in a prepared address: 
"From modest and humble be- 


ginnings Joe Martin has risen to 
the position of number two man in 
the most powerful nation on earth. 
The end may not be yet. 


"x x x For a leader in this most 
tumultous era America would do 
well to consider one of this cha- 
racter and caliber with a knowledge 
of the governmental machine pos- 
sessed by few men.". 


Martin 
said 
in 
an interview 
earlier that he neither is, nor ex- 
pects to become, a candidate for 
the Republican presidential or vice- 
presidential nomination — but he 
significantly didn't want to close 
the door on the unexpected. 
The speaker said he had been 
telling a lot of people—almost any- 
body who cares to listen — that 
"I'm not a candidate and I don't 
expect to be a candidate." 


That goes, Martin said, for first 
and second place on the 1948 GOP 
ticket. 


But there would be, the speaker 


indicated, no statement from him 
that he wouldn't accept the nomi- 
nation or serve if he were elected. 
This hesitancy of Martin to take 
himself out of the race left Mas- 
sachusetts Republicans scratching 
their heads over him and two other 
possible "favorite son"candidates 
—Senators Leverett Saltonstall and 
Hernry Cabot Lodge Jr. 
Fall River, traditionally Demo- 


cratic, had none of this indecision. 
It was giving Joe Martin a clam- 
bake today because he is speaker 
of the House, the man who would 
become president if anything hap- 
pened to Mr. Truman and a con- 
gressional veteran it always liked 
but seldom voted for. 


Martin surprised the Democrats 
by carrying the city in last year's 
election. Usually he brings about 
a 30.000 majority from the rest of 
his district into the city limits and 
leaves with it whittled in half.

With Mr. John'dn's speech, and 
its promise to carry the Ureeic pro-

that body suddenly assumed great 
importance. Usually thought of as

_^ng society, the Assembly may, by 
1 *'ts recommendation on the 


situation, do what the Security Co- 
uncil has been unable to do—force 
action un a "threat lo world peace 
in spite o£ the Soviet veto.

However, this government has

seek an order forcing the stadium 
commission to place the stadium at 
the resort city.

The Hot Springs complainants, led 
by Mayor Eari Ricks and various 
resort city civic leaders and rep- 
resented at today's hearing by Dep- 
utv Prosecuting Attorney Nathan 
Schocnield, Senalor Ernest Maner 
and Rep. Lloyd Darnell, contended 
that Little Rock's bid lor the stadi-
